2. The case being one of urgency, the Central Government directs under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 17 of the said Act that the Collector, Hlssar, though no award 
under section 11 of the said Act has been made, may on the expiration of fifteen 
days from the publication of the notice mentioned in sub-section (1) of section 9 
thereof, take possession of any waste or arable land forming part of the said land 
for public purpose.
